Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 22-33 and 37 are pending. 
Claims 22-32 are allowed. 
Claims 33 and 37 are objected. 
Claims 1-21, 34-36 and 38 are cancelled. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on September 6, 2005 has been entered. 

Double Patenting

5. The rejection of claims 22-33, and 37 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Muntwyler et al. (US 4,268,693) in view of Silverman (The Organic Chemistry of Drug 
Design and Drug Action, 1992, pages 15-19, in particular Table 2.2 on page 19) is withdrawn 
since there are now multiple structural differences between the instant compounds and those of 
Muntwyler et al. in view of Silverman and one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to make such multiple changes. 

6. The rejection of claims 22, 23, 33, and 37 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Troesken et al. (DE 2538016 A1 ) is withdrawn since there are now multiple structural 
differences between the instant compounds and those of Troesken et al. and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not have been motivated to make such multiple changes. 

7. The rejection of claims 22, 23, and 33 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fujikawa et al. (Yakugaku Zasshi, Vol. 91(9), pp. 930-933, 1971) is withdrawn since there 
are now multiple structural differences between the instant compounds and those of Fujikawa et 
al. and one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to make such multiple 
changes. 

8. The rejection of claims 22-25, 27, 30-33 and 37 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Leichlingen et al. (US 3,753,914) is withdrawn since there are now multiple 
structural differences between the instant compounds and those of Leichlingen et al. and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to make such multiple changes.
